Board ot Agriculture has received report* 
on the condition ot the winter wheat crop 
from all sections of the state except the 
extreme north, where very little winter 
wheat is raised. The area seeded last 
fall, 1,895,146 acreo, was 4 per cent, larger 
than the 1891 area, and had the season 
been more favorable an even larger area 
would have been planted. 
Bat the 


ground was so dry that muoh that was 
plowed was allowed to lie fallow. While 
wheat, particularly in Southern Illinois, 
did not get as good a start as usual, 
there was no especially injurious weather 
until about the middle of March, when 
the cold eights, followed by cold winds 
during the day, aroused the apprehen- 
sions of wheat-growers as to the effect on 
the growing crop. 


Reports from the northern and central 


portions of the state indicate a very fair 
average condition, and, while some fear 
is felt as to the result ot the late cold 
weai her, it is thought the damage will 
not be great. Leu injury has been done 
by the continuous cold than it there bad 
been alternate freezing and thawing, or 
than would have occurred had the cold 
spell followed a warm one, when the 
plant bad commenced to grow fast. The 
snow of March 20 was very beneficial to 
wheat, protecting it from the wind and 
supplying tbe surface moisture which 
was beginning to be needed. 


South of the center of the State more 


injury is anticipated than further north, 
as the plant did not get so good a start 
and was not so well prepared to with- 
stand trying weather, but it is too early 
yet to estimate the amount ot injury 
done, and some are hopeful that there is 
no material damage. 


Below the Air-Line railroad the pros- 
pect for wheat is very poor. Most ot the 
wheat was sown late en account of the 
dry weather and went into winter quar- 
ters in very poor condition. It did not 
stool ana spread much, and consequently 
is very thin on the ground, and a great 
deal will be plowed under as not worth 
harvesting. The most sanguine estimates 
do not plaoe the crop in Southern Illi- 
nois at more than 60 per cent, ot that of 
1891.
